RATE WARS OVER SEPARATION. 


Our Chicago correspondent called attention 
last week to a featute or outgrowth of the new 
commission rule of the Union, which is becom- 
ing more pronounced, and is causing local agents 
much solicitude. We refer to the threats made 
by some non-union companies to open rates in 
the entire town if they are thrown out of an 
agency due to separation 

This movement on part of the Un’on was sim- 
ply a business one to increase the receipts of its 
members, especially from the preferred classes, 
by making inroads on companies paying a pre- 
ferential commission. The non-union companies 
quite naturally smart under it, and no one blames 
them for putting up a strong fight by equitable 
and legitimate methods, It is a business con- 
test on both sides, and in any conflict, there are 
recognized ethics that should prevail. 

All who view the battle from a non-partisan 
standpoint realize that the non-union companies 
have prerogatives, and any attempt to usurp 
them, should be promptly condemned. Like- 
wise, the union companies have rights, and 
these should be respected. 

Apart from these two classes, are the local 
agents, the producers of the business, and in the 
contention, they should not be trampled upon, 
for they certainly deserve to be heard and con- 
sidered, and have claims just as much as the 
companies. 

A company reserves its right to lift its sup- 
plies from an agency at any time. :An agent 
should be accorded the right to resign a com- 
pany, when he does so for good reasons. He 
should represent such companies as he chooses. 

In the present separation contest, there may 
be good grounds for making a fight on an agent 
that deliberately throws out a company, and lets 
it survive the best it can. There even may be 
Some excuse to make war on an agent that re- 


signs a company under any conditions in this 
particular fight. It does, however, seem a great 
injustice to cut the life out of all the agents of a 
town simply because one agent sees fit to resign 
acompany. Some of the other agents may be 
stanch friends of the non-union companies, and 
be in sympathy with the company that is re- 
tired. They are not responsible for the action 
of their fellow agent and should not be made to 
bear the brunt of demoralization. They are 
non-combatants or neutrals, and it is not 
the place of a company.to raid their business 
because of a grievance against one man. 

For the most part, agents are taking a broad 
view of the situation, and want to be fair. If 
they desire to unionize their office, most of them 
are seeing to it that the company or companies 
resigned secure good representation. If agents 
are showing a strong tendency to be fair and 
generous, it looks to the outsider as if companies 
should appreciate this and not meet the over- 
tures autocratically. 

Of course, these pugnacious companies take 
the ground that they cannot afford to allow any 
disintegration of their agency plant by agreeing 
to the demands of the agents as to transfers, and 
thus acknowledge practical surrender to the 
union companies. They say they will have 
to fight these companies through the agents. 
The agents are thus the victims, and the sym- 
pathy of the public is with them. Whatever 
contentions and claims the companies have, 
there is certainly a limit, and when they go be- 
yond that they trample upon the inalienable 
rights of the agent. 

The companies who are following this prin- 
ciple of battle by which they make bold to say 
they will disorganize the business of the town, 
have done much for agents and have taken a 
leading position in the fire insurance world. 
They have been antagonized for following pecu- 
liar and independent tactics, some of them ex- 
tremely exasperating to the majority of com- 
panies, and yet with prejudice removed, their 
worth can be realized. 

In following dictatorial tactics, as mentioned, 
it is our opinion companies make a grievous 
mistake, and do innocent agents unnecessary 
injury. They have ignored the prerogatives 
that belong to agerts, and have failed to allow 
justice and fair dealing to prevail. 

In matters of separation, it seems only equity 
for both agents and companies to meet each 
other half-way and adjust ‘conditions amicably. 

If transfers can be made that are equally as 
satisfactory as the old agencies, it does not seem 
the part of a great company to be autocratic and 
refuse to accept the new arrangement. 


STRENGTH OF PERSONAL SENTIMENT. 


The potency of sentiment among local agents 
is oftimes overlooked by casual observers of the 
fire insurance field. Perhaps, the loyalty of 
agents to one company or a few companies in 
their agency is not of the brand it once was. 
Agents desire companies that have a good un- 
derwriting capacity, that do not quibble over 
technichalities, that treat them fairly and which 
pay losses promntly and equitably. They have 
the business and need companies to write it, 
pay commissions on it, and stand the losses -all 
without much parleying. While, therefore, 
the fealty toward companies of one grade is not 
paramount in strength, yet itis often noticed 
that some companies in many agencies, which 
are really not needed,~are made dumps for 
refuse. The sentiment of local agents may thus 
turn the loss ratio. This is largely the case 
when a company becomes unpopular and is 
taken by agents to keep it from going into 1ew 
or demoralizing hands. 

In some instances agents have ‘‘pets,’’ and 
when this becomes known, other companies in 
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the agency gage the desirability of a risk by 
ascertaining whether it has been accepted by 
the favored companies. 

Again, when a new company enters the field 
or in case where the special does not visit the 
town but rarely, the tendency is to shift the 
poor business on the tail-end companies. The 
old companies in an agency have increased 
their underwriting capacity and are now more 
liberal, and this really has the same effect as 
new companies entering the arena. Those not 
required, therefore, receive the brunt of the 
losses. Where a company can not line up fav- 
orably in a majority of agencies, especially at 
the present when the supply of underwriting 
capacity is far greater than the demand, dis- 
aster is sure to overcome it, and this very sent- 
imen against companies not needed, but which 
insist on “simply leaving our supplies,’’ 
wrecked many a one.

Cincinnati Situation is Clarified by the Ac- 
quisition of Outside Element. 

The next meeting of the Cincinnati Beard will 
be an important one, as Simon Sturm, the prom- 
inent non-board agent, will send in his applica- 
tion for membership. This comes after a long 
contest, and much credit is due to the Ohio As- 
sociation of Local Agents for bringing about 
this event. Secretary E.C. Harding of the Cin- 
cinnati Board, and Manager A. P. Ross of the 
Ohio Association, were both in Chicago this 
week and had a conference with Manager Ler- 
mit of the Northern, and other managers. Mana- 
ger Lermit arrived in Cincinnati, yesterday, and 
after a conference with Mr. Sturm and Secretary 
Harding, it was decided that Mr. Sturm should 
send in his application to-day. The Board 
agrees to adopt the affidavit suggested by Mr. 
Sturm and have the agents sign it. It was also 
agreed that the schedule committee should only 
make schedules, and Secretary Harding should 
have complete independence in rating, the only 
appeal being to the open Board. It is also nn- 
derstood that Walter P. Dolle, manager for 
Squire, Hahn & App, will join the organization. 
Mr. Sturm has recently secured the agency of 
the North German, of New York, and the Grand 
Rapids.

DECIDES AGAINST THE UNION. 

Minnesota has decided against the Union on 
its plans for compensating agents with graded 
commissions. The opinion was given, Wednes- 
day, by Attorney General Douglas, who renders 
his opinion along almost exactly the same lines 
prevailing in his first review. The news is re- 
ceived that Insurance Commissioner O’Shaugh- 
nessy will immediately transmit a copy of the 
opinion to the president of the Union with the 
demand that it be submitted to members and the 
rules of the organization be amended so as to 
exclude Minnesota from the operation of the 
rule. He will also request the withdrawal of 
circulars issued to agents in the State. It is re- 
ported in the most authoritative union circles 
that the companies will take the matter into the 
courts on a test case. When the union com- 
mittee was in St. Paul, the statement was made 
that the companies would not take snap judg- 
ment and go into the courts without warning, 
but would proceed quietly if at all, and upon a 
stipulated ground. This would relieve the con- 
test of the bitterness that might otherwise 
attend. The situation has been quite thoroughly 
canvassed by union companies and some at- 
tempt has been made to find a company willing 
to be the victim and appear in the test case. A 
portion of the revised opinion of the Attorney 
General is as follows: 


“It is urged that the act of the Union in 
authorizing by new resolution the members 
thereof to pay their local agents a larger com- 
mission upon certain business was barely per- 
missive and not obligatory and further that the 
mere fact that the seventy-six companies repre- 
sented in the Union have quite unanimously 
in different ways proceeded throughout Minne- 
sota to offer larger compensation to their agents, 
but only upon condition that such agents here- 
after refrain from representing any fire insur- 
ance company not a member of the Un‘on, is 
not evidence that they are acting in concert or 
in furtherance of any compact with each other, 
but must be treated as the independent act of 
each company. 

“It is conceded that the design of the indi- 
vidual companies in offering these agents ad- 
ditional commissions was to separate union 
from non-union agencies and the result has been 
to drop a number of non-union companies from 
what may be called mixed agencies. 

‘Upon the facts presented Iam not disposed 
to modify in any great degree the conclusions 
heretofore reached. Iam still of the opinion 
that the bare offer of an added commission by 
any company to one of its agents upon condi- 
tions peculiar to the views of its managing offi- 
cers cannot in itself be the subject of objection 
but action of any company, a member of the 
Union pursuant and in furtherance of any com- 
pact entered into by the many, and heretofore 
expressed in the resolution adopted by such 
companies acting under the name of the West- 
ern Union, the practical operation of which 
must be either to force non-union agencies to 
do an illegalact or else require them to sur- 
render a large percentage of their business in 
this State and thereby decrease competition 
existing in insurance matters, offends the pro- 
visions of the law referred to.”’ 


The Attorney-General holds that “utility” in 
the anti-trust law includes insurance and con- 
tinues : 


‘In my opinion, the Western Union cannot be 
treated as a distinct entity or governing body 
giving permission to different companies, mem- 
bers thereof to act in accordance with the rules 
of the Union. It is not a corporation but the 
companies themselves, who are members, con- 
stitute the Union. It follows that the resolutiou 
adopted is not of outside interference but is a 
compact of members made for their mutual guid- 
ance and it seems to me that the carrying over 
of any rule adopted by the many, even if ex- 
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ecuted only by one company, is the execution 
of a mutual agreement particularly when con- 
sidered in the light of the concerted action 
actually taken.”’ 

CLAIM A. F. DEAN IS THE AUTHOR. 

There has been considerable speculation 
throughout the West as to the authorship of the 
much-discussed ‘‘open letter’? to the Continen- 
tal Insurance Company, signed by a number of 
Topeka local agents and published in the /n. 
vestigator. The best authority now states that 
the letter emanated from A. F. Dean, assistant 
manager of the western department of the 
Springfield. As is known, Mr. Dean has long 
been recognized for his literary ability. and the 
composition of th: letter was such that it could 
hardly have been written by Topeka agents 
owing to their lack of knowledge of certain 
facts contained in it. The letter would have 
created a much greater impression if the per- 
sonalities in it had been eliminated. Prior to 
the publication of the letter, Mr. Dean was pre- 
sent at the Union League Club in Chicago, and 
participated at one of the celebrated dinners at 
which the “secrets of the prison house”’ are un- 
folded. These dinners on more than one occa- 
sion have furnished decidedly interesting 
information of more or less strictly secret 
character. At this particular festal board, Mr. 
Dean was called upon to give information 
regarding the ‘‘open letter,’’ and after some 
hesitation he took what he termed proof copies 
from his pocket and read therefrom certain sec- 
tions that created considerable applause. Some 
of the gentlemen present proposed toasts to the 
“author,’’ and it was noted that Mr. Dean mod- 
estly accepted these. Even ordinary readers 
could readily discern the fact that the letter was 
not the spontaneous outburst of the local agents 
of Topeka whose signatures were affixed, and 
owing to this fact, the document has lost con- 
siderable of its force, even though it has been 
widely circulated among local agents in the 
western field. 

There is still consid.rable talk concerning 
the letter published in the /nvestigator, from 
a newspaper standpoint. Dr. Bloomingston, 
of that paper, was made envoy extraordinary of 
some union companies, and went to Topeka 
armed with instructions from these companies, 
asking their agents to sign it. This excited much 
comment. As soon as the special edition was 
printed in the /uves/iga/or, Dr. Bloomingston 
sent sample copies to companies, soliciting extra 
copy sales at the rate of $35 per 1,000. It is 
stated that 30,000 were sent to local agents, 
paid for individually by union companies. The 
general impression is that Dr. Bloomingston 
saw a good thing in sight, financially, and went 
after the big game. It is looked upon as a 
characteristic bit of business enterprise on part 
of the scholastic publisher. 

CONTINENTAL ON SEPARATION WARS. 

In this department last week, the feeling of 
union managers and some local agents toward 
the Continental and Northwestern National for 
threatening to disrupt a town owing to an agent 
electing to separate, was given. The opinion 
among good friends of the Continental is that it 
made a mistake at Topeka, and is not just to 
agents where it refuses to meet them half way. 
A representative of the company in conversation, 
said, a few days ago: 

‘‘We prefer not to make any changes, but we 
have made transfers that seemed proper and 
wise. Some, we have declined to accede to be- 
cause after investigation, we did not consider 
them satisfactory for several reasons. In these 
cases we did not deem the new agent a proper 
person to represent us. There has been 00 
clubbing on our part. This is a free country 


and we want every man to make his own choice. 
‘‘If any one-will read carefully Mr Tuttle’s 
report, on the Topeka situation, he will see that 
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the Continental made every possible effort to 
avoid trouble at that point. We labored with 
the agent and told him beforehand what the 
result would be if he resigned the agency of the 
company. We tried to find another agent, and 
so avoid trouble, but this man was induced to 
resign the company after he had taken it. There 
was evidently a conspiracy worked up by special 
agents to prevent the Continental from getting 
a proper representative in Topeka, and under 
the circumstances there was nothing for us to do 
but to make a fight. We were sorry to have to 
do this, because we knew the hardship that it 
would bring to the local agents as a whole; but 
I believe that the results have been beneficial 
as regards the interests of all the agents in 
the Western Union territory, for they have 
been pretty clearly shown that it did not 
pay to monkey with the Continental. You 
can realize, that, as a matter of self-protection, 
the Continental had to get an agent in Topeka, 
and show the agents at that point and in other 
sections that the company would not be run 
out of any town.’’ 
SALARIED AGENT PLAN. 

The plan of the Royal and British-America at 
Kansas City in placing a salaried agent in charge 

f their local business seems to be proving a 
success. This move was passed under the new 
union rules, which provided for such cases when 
stipulating that these agents shall be appointed 
with the approval of the governing committee. 
Mr. Garnsey was the first appointee under the 
new rule, and the only one so far as known. 
He has been able to secure for the Royal and 
British-America a fine line of premiums in 
Kansas City, and it is to be inferred that a con- 
siderable bit of this business was formerly in 
those companies. A few days ago it was rumored 
that Mr. Munson, who formerly had the Royal, 
had offered to help the company out on its ex- 
pirations for a certain consideration. The offer 
was not accepted. 

COMPLICATIONS OVER AGENCY ACCOUNTS. 

The withdrawal of the New Hampshire from 
the Union is changing the status of a great many 
agencies heretofore clear for graded commis- 
sions, Some companies find it hard to explain 
to agents why they could allow graded com- 
missions during a part of November, and not for 
the remainder of the month, and those who are 
over-burdened with a desire to be diplomatic 
have wholly failed to convince some of their 
local representatives that the least reason exists 
for the change from graded commissions to 15 
percent. The accounts coming in to the var- 
ious union offices, where the New Hampshire 
was represented in the agencies, must neces- 
sarily be returned with the explanation that 
the agency is no longer in line for 15, 20 and 
25. Many leave it to the agent to guess why, 
and most agents do land on the truth at once, 
but some are unkind enough to wish a detailed 
explanation. At the end of December the 
Transatlantic, North German and Hamburg 
Underwriters go out of the Union, and another 
complication will be added. 

MR. CRANDALL’'S ARGUMENTS. 

A. A. Crandall, of St. Paul, general agent for 
a number of non-union companies, and formerly 
agency superintendent of the Western and 
British-America of Toronto, was one of those to 
appear before the attorney-general some time 
ago to argue against a change in ruling and in 
an attempt to offset the intentions of the union 
committee, Mr. Crandall’s argument was so 
eminently unfair that it calls the attention of 
imsurance men. His is a general agency, not a 
local agency as he undoubtedly attempted to 
make it appear before the state officials. He 
stated publicly that in case he did not resign 
his non-union companies, the Citizens, of St. 
Louis, would be taken from him on January 1. 
This was held as the reason why the attorney- 
general should hold that the graded commission 


rule of the Union was in violation of the anti-trust 
law in Minnesota. Asa matter of fact it is but 
simple competition between companies, and is 
no more a violation of the anti-trust law than 
are the rival methods of two grocerymen, which 
is sharper competition rather than a restraint of 
trade as Attorney-General Douglas held. ‘I hat 
official came from a small town where there was 
but one local agency, and he cannot get this out 
of his mind in arguing the subject of graded 
commissions. The fact that the decision is 
now averse to union companies, is discouraging, 
but it will be met and fought by the Union 
without any question of doubt. The organiza- 
tion is stronger by far than ever before, if the 
confident statements of officials are to be be- 
lieved. Members are determined that the graded 
commission legislation shall be carried to a 
successful issue, and they see plainly that the 
only way to accomplish this is by firmly stand- 
ing to the rules as now on the books.

NORTH BRITISH AFFAIRS. 

The final settlement of the details regarding 
the United States branch management of the 
North-British and Mercantile Ins. Co , and the 
departure of Manager Burnett for the home 
office have caused the gossip relating to that 
company to come toan end. When the changes 
were in full blast it was reported that the West- 
ern and Pacific Coast departments would be es- 
tablished independently of the New York office. 
In the final wind-up, however, it proved that no 
change was to be made in this direction, and 
the sub-branches will continue reporting to the 
United States management as before. 

HANOVER FIELD CHANGES. 

Among the field changes to take place Jan- 
uary I, it is understood that H. Clay Stuart, of 
Des Moines, special agent of the Hanover, and 
Frank A. Dunning, Cook county special for the 
same company, will retire from its service.

LOCAL AGENTS AS SPECIALS. 

As is well-known, several companies make it 
a practice of allowing some local agents to do 
per diem special work in a few counties in their 
vicinity. In many instances, this is a legitimate 
course to save the expense of a regular field man, 
but in most cases, it is merely a sop thrown at 
the agent to secure a larger slice of his local 
business. Many companies take the ground 
that a local agent is not the proper person to ad- 
just losses because he is attached to his local 
interests, and is liable to be biased in his opinion, 
He has not had the training for this line, and in 
many cases is not a good judze of values. Some 
companies, however, get splendid results from 
locals and would as soon trust them as direct 
representatives of the companies, the advantage 
being an economy in expenses, 


The Indiana Trust Company, at Indianapolis, 
has unionized its agency. . 


OHIO & W. VA. FIELD. 
THE OHIO INSURANCE SUPERINTENDENCY. 
The fate of Superintendent Matthews of the 

Ohio insurance department still hangs in the 

balance. Insurance men in every direction de- 

sire his appointment by Governor Bushnell to 
be confirmed and it is understood that local 
agents in many towns will send in petitions 
praying for his retention at the head of the de- 
partment. Political influences, however, are 
at work to secure a new man to succeed Mr. 

Matthews in order to pay off obligations by 

using his position and those of some of his 

subordinates as plums. The man most widely 
mentioned is Alexander Boxwell of Franklin, 

Warren county, who is of the Hanna persua- 

sion. Mr. Boxwell was formerly a_ school 

teacher at Red Lion, Warren county, and was 
quite a prominent factor in educational circles. 

He was elected to the Legislature and became 

speaker of the House. He is a man of good 

average ability. Mr. Boxwell did a small local 
business at Red Lion. 

Another rumor that is going the rounds is 
that ex-Superintendent W. M. Hahn, of Mans- 
field, now vice-president of the Manhattan Fire, 
also has aspirations to return to his former 
place at the Capitol. As Mr. Hahn is in com- 
fortable financial circumstances, the prediction 
is that he desires to wield more political influ- 
ence than is possible under existing conditions, 
and it is also said he is anxious to pay off some 
old scores. Those who have not fdrgotten the 
Hahn administration will pray for a deliver- 
ance from another regime of the same ilk.

FIRE MARSHAL LAW FOR OHIO 

The Ohio Association of Local Agents, backed 
by other influential organizations, will urge the 
passing of a state fire marshal law at the next 
session of the Ohio General Asseinbly. Under 
this measure, a state fire marshal is appointed 
to investigate fires and hold an inquest over 
each to ascertain the cause and other facts in 
connection with the same. He can appoint 
deputies in each county, who have authority to 
subpoena witnesses and compel thei to testify. 
Such a law is operative in Massachusetts, and 
it has resulted in materially reducing incendi- 
arism. Superintendent Matthews, of the Ohio 
insurance department, has been in Boston con- 
sulting Fire Marshal Whitcomb and Commis- 
sioner Cutting of the insurance department 
concerning the working of the law. It is un- 
derstood he was gratified with his investiga- 
tions and will reco:nmend the passage of a sim- 
ilar bill in Ohio.

AFFAIRS AT CLEVELAND.

FIRE AT CHARLESTON, W. VA. 

On Thanksgiving morning, about 1 o’clock, 
fire was discovered in the large clothing and 
men's furnishing store of Ph. Frankenberger & 
Co., at Charleston. The building was full of 
smoke at the time, but the fire, which did very 
little damage, above the grade floor, was soon 
drowned out by the fire depertment, the loss 
being mostly smoke and water. Damage, esti- 
mated at $10,000; with $30,000 insurance, and 
stock of about $50,000. The origin may be 
attributed to the furnace or electric wiring in 
basement, probably the latter. Assured had 
their own electric plant. Frankenberger’s is 
probably the oldest and one of the most popular 
clothing houses in the Kanawha Valley, and the 
trade loss occasioned by the fire will be consid- 
erable. Following isa list of the insurance on 
stock: Scottish Union, $2,000; Sun, $2,000; 
Hartford, $5,000; Phila. Underwriters, $3,000; 
Franklin, Pa., $2,500; Home, N. Y., $2,500;

W. A. Camp- 
bell resigns the Firemen’s of Newark, which 
goes to Kirschner, Wideman Co., and County of 
Philadelphia, which is transferred to E. O. 
Brown & Co. Campbell & Stieg, have their 
offices together.

McGarvey, who has replaced it with two com- 
panies, the Mercantile and Boston. Woodbury 
& Moor have resigned the Reading and Citizens’ 
of Pittsburgh, and thus unionized.

The 
Cooper graciously accepted the terms, but the 
Northwestern National had its fighting feather 
in its cap, and would not agree unless the new 
agent would agree to cut rates in retaliation. 
Special Agent Russell arrived on the scene and 
placed the agency with a man named Dickens. 
The results are problematical.

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FUTURE OF THE DETROIT. 

The death of Vice-President J. J. Clark, of the 
Detroit Fire & Marine, will not cause any radi- 
cal change in that company. His work during 
late years consisted chiefly in handling the 
financial and marine business of the company, 
and also looking after its eastern agencies. 
Secretary C. L. Andrews has been the active fire 
underwriter. Assistant Secretary A. H. McDon- 
ell, who is regarded as one of the most com- 
petent of the lake marine underwriters, and who 
has been Mr. Clark’s right hand man in nearly 
all his personal work for years, will handle the 
branches which formerly received Mr. Clark’s 
direct attention, while Mr. Andrews will be the 
manager of the company. The company will 
either make a general promotion from the office 
force, naming Mr. Andrews, vice-president, and 
Mr. McDonell, secretary, which will be a 
pleasing event to the insurance friends of the 
company, or the directors will select some finan- 
cier for vice-president. The company is in ex- 
cellent condition and Mr. Andrews has long 
been competent to take full charge. The death 
of Mr. Clark has removed from the West another 
of the old school of underwriters, whose mem- 
bership is fast decreasing. It was hardly ex- 
pected that Mr. Clark had sufficient vitality to 
undergo the severe surgical operation which be- 
came necessary. The many expressions of sym- 
pathy and esteem that have been elicited since 
his death show the respect that underwriters 
had for him. It is such a man as he, who up- 
holds the dignity and honor of the fire insur- 
ance business. In his home city, as well as in 
the field, he is spoken of in none but the very 
highest terms. The splendid position which 
the Detroit Fire & Marine has taken is largely 
duet» him. It was one of the companies which 
was almost wiped from its feet by the big Chi- 
cago fire, and which at once replaced its capital. 
The capital stock was then $100,000, now $4U0,- 
000, with a surplus of $600,000. The capital 
was increased from the surplus. This was done 
under the guiding hand of Mr. Clark. It isa 
superfluity to add that the company will con- 
tinue along its successful course and be a credit 
to the westeru financial institutions.

GRAND RAPIDS AGENTS ACT. 

The situation among the fire underwriters in 
Grand Rapids has grown considerably more 
acute since the recent action of a few com- 
panies in using threatening methods to keep 
their agents in line. There is a general senti- 
ment-here that such tactics are reprehensible on 
the part of these companies and unwarranted by 
the conditions. The strain under which the 
entire fraternity was suffering was brought to a 
head about two weeks ago when a meeting of 
the Grand Rapids Underwriters’ Club was called 
to consider the situation and take measures to 
relieve it if possible. At this meeting it was 
decided that if any action were taken at all it 
would be useless unless unanimous; and, with 
this in view, another meeting was called, at 
which every insurance man in the city regard- 
less of the fact as to whether he was a member 
of the Club or not, was to be invited. This 
meeting was held last Monday, and a very gen- 
eral attendance of the insurance men resulted. 
At this meeting resolutions were adopted to the 
effect that none of the insurance men present 
would indulge in rate cutting in any event. 
This was signed by all the gentlemen present. 
Further action was taken at the same me ting, 
a committee composed of Charles Grinnell and 
W. Fred. McBain being appointed and in- 
structed to call upon all of the insurance men, 


who were not represented at the meeting, and 
secure their signaturcs to the resolutions. This 
committee has since visited a number of the 
agents not represented and has met with signal 
success. At the present time there are but five 
fire insurance agents in the city whose signa- 
tures are not affixed to the resolutions, and 
these five have not signed merely because the 
committee has been unable to find them in. 
This action of the club is hoped to have the 
effect of bridging over the present rather haz- 
ardous times.

THE DETROIT FIRE. 

The big fire in Detroit on the 24th of Novem- 
ber, resulted in a loss to the insurance compan- 
ies of about $240,000, The stock of A. Krolik 
& Co., 133-140 Jefferson Avenue, inventoried at 
$567,368.13, with an insurance of $203,500. The 
loss, although not total, was paid in full by the 
insurance companies. The Western Salvage 
Wrecking Co. paid Krolik & Co. the difference 
between the value of the stock and the amount 
of insurance and will handle the stock for the 
insurance companies, deducting from the pro- 
ceeds the amount paid Krolik & Co., and a com- 
mission of 10 per cent. Insurance men who 
took part in the adjustment do not think the 
salvage to the insurance companies will exceed 
15 percent. The damage to Strong, Lee & Co., 
134-136 Jefferson Avenue, was by water only and 
was adjusted at $39,751.53. The total insurance 
on their stock was $278,000, making the loss 
about 15 per cent. Mr. Woodward, of the West- 
ern Adjustment Company, handled the loss for 
most of the insurance companies, and Peckham, 
Flagg & Peckham acted for the assured.

THIS WEEK'S DEVELOPMENTS. 

Separation in Michigan continues to make 
progress. The movement appears to be gain- 
ing in force, and by the first of the year will 
probably be at flood-tide. Some of the big 
agencies which have considerable at stake are 
arriving at their decisions and notifying their 
companies. The most pronounced develop- 
ment this week is the indication that prominent 
non-union companies will adopt the Continen- 
tal-Northwestern National policy and fight for 
the business where they are thrown out uncon- 
ditionally. General Agent Cornell of the Ger- 
man of Freeport is quoted as saying that here- 
after where the German is unable to find satis- 
factory lodgment elsewhere it will hold the 
business. It is said this course will be followed 
by the Germania, Girard, Glens Falls and 
others, The German appears to have already 
received several hard knocks, with others in 
prospect, but the tendency with all the com- 
panies is to accept any reasonable adjustment 
offered. The contest in Michigan will doubtless 
become sharper as the policy of the German 
and other companies becomes more pronounced. 

Several differences have already arisen in 
Michigan which promise to lead to hard feel- 
ing. The union rules are very strict as to direct 
or indirect evasions and conniVances. The 
union companies pay the excess commissions 
with a view of getting the preferred business, 
and their object is defeated where an agency is 
divided by one man taking the union compa- 
nies and their business and another the non- 
union. In cases of partuership, one partner 
takes the union and the other the non-union 
companies and then conduct the business sep- 
arately. In one Michigan town a partnership 
agency was divided in this way and the non- 
union agency located in the same building as 
the union. The union man notified his com- 
panies that he was in line, but they informed 
him his old partner must not remain in the 
same buil ling. It is said the union agent wrote 
back and asked if his old partner might remain 
in the town. At Pontiac, R. J. Lounsbury and 
A. F. McClellan conduct separate agencies, but 
have the same office. Lounsbury has never rep- 
resented any but union companies while Mc- 
Clellan has a mixed agency. This arrangement 
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has been in force for some time. Special agents 
in Lounshury’s office recently informed him 
that McClellan would have to resign his non- 
union companies or take a separate office before 
he would be entitled to the graded commission. 

The Hartford is leading in this matter and 
is asking other companies to co-operate. 

There is as yet no organization or understand- 
ing among the non-union field men of the state, 
but one is talked of. 


MICHIGAN NOTES. 


The Hillsdale County Grange in Michigan, 
has organized the Patron’s Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Co. 


Ames & Bump, of Bay City, and Otto Schupp 
& Co., of Saginaw, have unionized their agen- 
cies, which are leading ones of their respective 
cities. The German of Freeport had a large 
business in each agency. 


Owing to the new policy of the Milwaukee 
Fire, under which it will operate only in the 
large cities and act as a re-insurer for the Mil- 
waukee Mechanics, it is understood W. H. 
Fuller will soon be released as Michigan special 
agent. Mr. Fuller was formerly special agent 
at Dayton, Ohio, for the Columbia of Dayton. 


The Germania, through its agent, Guthard & 
Son, of Detroit, has canceled nearly ali its Pol- 
ish business in that city, amounting to over 
$8,000 in premiums. In speaking with THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER correspondent, Mr. 
Guthard said that for a couple of years that 
class of business paid fairly well, but of late has 
proven unsatisfactory and they did not care to 
handle it. 


F. H. Blackman & Co., of Detroit, were not 
mentioned in a recent issue as one of the gen- 
eral agencies in Michigan which represent both 
union and non-union companies for the state. 
Mr. Blackman is Michigan general agent for 
the Thuringia, a union c »mpany, and the Thur- 
ingia-American, a non-union company. How- 
ever, it is expected that as the two companies 
are under the same management the latter will 
soon apply for admission to the Union. 


MINER.—Everybody has a warm spot in his heart for 
Frank L,. Miner of the /nsurance Post. He has beena 
faithful worker onthat paper in the office and in the 
field, and his labor has had a telling effect. Miner 
makes no noise, but pursues his course in a modest 
manner and with a gentlemanly bearing that has won 
him many friends in insurance circles.

A syndicate headed-by J. E. Callender, the 
wrecker of the Rockford, has purchased the 
Home Fire of Omaha. The same syndicate re- 
cently bought the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
of Lincoln, Neb. The same directors will con- 
trol both companies, 


THE LIABILITY INSURANCE SITUATION. 

Members of the Liability Compact feel very 
much elated since the Maryland was admitted 
into the conference. It is the general belief 
that President Stone, of the Maryland, is most 
anxious to do all in his power to live up to ex- 
perience rates and teachings. The year of 1899 
has been a busy one with compact companies 
on account of the strong non-board competi- 
tion, yet the indications are that every one of 
the original companies in the Compact will 
show an increased business for 1899, and a prob- 
able strengthening in their financial position. 
This is due largely to the fact that they have 
not only adhered closely to experience rates, 
but that the public in general is beginning to 
believe that in this hazardous class of under- 
writing the company that has only to offer 
cheapness and lack of knowledge of the busi- 
ness is not a safe one to entrust with insurance 
matters which are so far reaching in the future. 
The New Amsterdam Casualty Company has 
not as yet made very much progress in its lia- 
bility department. The compact companies 
charge it with paying very high commissions 
and also say that it is writing at low rates. 
The compact members claim that as yet they 
have lost very few good agents and little busi- 
ness to the New Amsterdam. The Frankfort 
seems to be pursuing its own way without much 
noise or sounding of trumpets. Manager Voss 
does not appear to seek publicity or notoriety. 
When he first appeared on the liability horizon 
there was considerab’e smoke in the atmos- 
phere, but he is a man who abhors any form of 
publicity. The compact members still say he is 
discounting rates of those compariies, and they 
also assert that the Frankfort has been writing 
this class of insurance long enough to begin to 
feel the effect of low rates. One allegation that 
they make is that the Frankfort’s loss ratio ac- 
cording to its last statement and as will prob- 
ably be shown by the one to be made at the 
end of the present year, is greater than that ex- 
perienced by any casualty company now doing 
business up to the same period in its history. 
Mr. Voss, however, claims that the Frankfort 
has been signally successful, has gotten a fine 
class of business and that the charges made by 
compact companies come through mere jeal- 
ousy. 

The advent of the Ocean Accident and Guar- 
antee is causing considerable comment among 
agents and brokers. A great number of liability 
underwriters in this country vouch for the 
s'atement that the Ocean has the reputation of 
being a free 'ance and considerable of a plunger 
on the other side of the water. Its work in this 
country in the East has been limited to mer- 
cantile credit business, a line that does not at- 
tract yet very much attention. In California 
and some of the western states where compa- 
nies may do liability insurance without a de- 
posit, the Ocean wrote a limited amount of in- 
surance, but met with an unfavorable experi- 
ence and the lines were retired or canceled. 
Its work in Canada caused considerable con- 
sternation in the ranks of the casualty compa- 
nies there, as it was credited with writing be- 
low tariff rates. The fact that Sidney N. Moon, 
late of the Fidelity and Casualty, has been 
selected as manager for the liability department 
of the Ocean, should be a guarantee that the 
business will be conducted on a conservative 
basis, and the prediction is that the company 
will enter the Compact, as Mr. Moon has more 
than once placed himself on record by saying 
that even the present experience rates of the 
Compact were not uniformly high enough, and 
that companies attempting to discount these at 
present could only meet with disaster. No one 


could know much better concerning this than 
Mr. Moon, whose services with the Fidelity & 
Casualty and the Employers’ Liability should 
give him a deep insight into the net cost of the 
business. 

General Manager Paull of the Ocean, how- 
ever, seems to leave the impression that the 
company will not join the Compact. It does 
not belong to any rating or other organization 
in the Eastern Continent. 

The return of pay rolls to the different liabil- 
ity companies shows that there has been a uni- 
form increase in manufacturing industries all 
over the country, an evidence of prosperity that 
the most pessimistic may not gainsay, and al- 
together the outlook for the future is better 
than it was some years ago. The great bulk of 
insurants are learning a lesson that has been 
taught in the various lines of insurance, viz: 
that you cannot get something for nothing, and 
if adequate protection is desired, they must pay 
the rates that experience teaches is nece:sary 
for that high class of indemnity.

GREAT EASTERN CASUALTY. 

The Great Eastern Casualty & Indemnity 
about to become somewhat more liberal in its 
general policy, both as regards agents and 
assured. Its past ultra-conservatism was due to 
some extent at least to the disposition of Gen- 
eral Manager L. Victor. Mr. Victor’s connec- 
tion with the company was severed about Octo- 
ber 1, and the management of agents will here- 
after be more in the hands of Secretary Fibel. 
It is believed that there will now be a cessation 
of rumors that the company was about to re- 
insure and quit the field. It is learned that it 
was Mr. Victor who favored this plan, and with 
whom certain other companies had from time 
to time negotiated with a view to purchasing 
the business. With his retirement there is said 
to be no element now in the directory not thor- 
oughly in favor of continuing and increasing 
the business.

There were five classes or 
grades, with a scale of benefits for various kinds 
of accidents, ranging as high as $500 for the 
loss of one hand and foot, or both hands, both 
feet, or both eyes; a death benefit of $200 for 
accident in any class; and a weekly indemnity 
for sickness ranging from $7.50 to $15 a week 
for 50 weeks. The cost in any class was $10.80 
annually in advance.

COVENANT MUTUAL OF ST. LOUIS DEAL. 

New York, Dec. 6. (Sfecia/.:—Considerable 
speculation has been rife among life insurance 
circles in the East as to the Covenant Mutual Life 
of St. Louis. Vice-Presi !ent Cerf has been in 
New York for several days. and reports are, 
that a deal is on with the Security Trust and 
Life, by which it will absorb the St. Louis com- 
pany. Mr. Cerf was one of the star agency men 
of the New York Life, and was full of promise. 
He felt he would prefer to be the real man at 
the head of acompany. He cast his eye on the 
Covenant Mutual. It was ultra-conservative, 
but since Mr. Cerf took the wheel, it has been 
heard from. It is supposed that he feels it will 
be an up-hill business, and will take a long 
time to push the company to the fore. Mr. 
Cerf is in very comfortable financial circum- 
stances, and perhaps thinks thé game is not 
worth the chase at St. Louis, It is stated the 
company will write upward of $5,0'0,000 this 
year. The outcome of the deal will be awaited 
with interest.

NEW YORK LIFE’S INSTALMENT POLICY. 

The New York Life has just issued its new 
insurance and investment policy, which for 
instalment options goes the most of the com- 
panies one better. If the policy is for $1,000 or 
more, the assured may, at any time within five 
years from the date of issue, if the policy is not 
then assigned, change the mode of payment 
from one sum to instalments, and he may sub- 
sequently change his selection under the instal- 
ment benefits or revoke all his selections and 
make the policy payable in one sum. The 
beneficiary can neither commute nor assign un- 
paid instalments unless such right is given by 
the assured when payment in instalments is 
selected. The instalments may be fixed_or, if 
there be but one beneficiary, continuous. The 
fixed instalments are as follows: For every 
$1,000 of the face of the policy, the assured may 
select 25 instalments of $56 each; 2) of $65; 19 
of $67; 18 of $70; 17 of $73; 16 of $77; 15 of $81; 
10 of $112; 5 of $211; 4 of $261; 3 of $343: or 2 
of $507. The continuous instalments are ar- 
ranged as follows: Where the age of the bene- 
ficiary, at the death of the assured, is less than 
20 years, the continuous annual instalment for 
each $1,000 of the policy is $10; age 20-24, $41; 
25-27, $12; 28-30, $43; 31-33, $44; 34-35, $45; 
40-42, $48; 45-46, $50; 49-51, $52; 59 years or 
more, $55. In case of the death of the benefi- 
ciary before 25 instalments have been paid, 
under the continuous instalment option, the 
remaining instalments up to 25 will be paid to 
the estate or assigns of the beneficiary.

THE ANTI-REBATE COMPACT. 

At the last meeting of the Anti-Rebate Com- 
pact in New York it was voted to enlarge the 
special committee having in charge the future 
of the Compact to seven. This, together with 
the fact that Vice-President Grannis, of the Mu- 
tual, had announced that absence upon a vaca- 
tion would make it impossible for him to serve, 
rendered it necessary to appoint three new mem- 
bers. After careful consideration, President 
Hegeman has announced the appointment of 
President George E. Ide, of the Home Lie; 
President George H. Burford, of the United 
States Life, and Vice-President Johnson, of the 
Penn Mutual. The other members of the com- 
mittee are Vice-President Darwin P. Kingsley, 
of the New York Life, chairman; President 
John M. Pattison, of the Union Central: Presi- 
dent John R. Hegeman, of the Metropolitan, 


and Manager Joseph H. Ashbrook, of the Provi- 
dent Life and Trust. Ex-President Richard E. 
Cochran, of the National Association of Life 
Underwriters, is also serving with the commit- 
tee in an advisory capacity. The committee 
will meet December 19 for the purpose of formu- 
lating a report to be made to a meeting of com- 
panies to be held in New York the following 
day. All companies, whether signers of the 
original agreement or not, will be invited to at- 
tend. The complexion of the committee as it 
now stands is perhaps more favorable to con- 
tinued coéperation than the original committee 
It can be stated that sentiment in favor of an 
agreement providing for the prosecution of re- 
bating agents and companies under state lows 
is on the increase.

One of the chief topics of comment in life in- 
surance circles is the announcement made by 
Vice-President Kingsley, of the New York Life, 
that he has lost faith in the probability of re- 
taining the present Anti-Rebate Compact or of 
forming a new one. It is now quite generally 
understood that the New York Life was pre- 
pared to stand by a modified agreement, pro- 
vided its chief competitors, the Mutual and the 
Equitable, were publicly censured for causing 
the dissolution of the present compact. While 
it is known that some of the other companies 
were in favor of taking some such acticn, it was 
deemed that vote upon the matter should not 
be hastily taken, since in the heat of the cam- 
paign which always characterizes the closing 
months of the year it might be considered that 
such action was taken as the result of competi- 
tive rivalry rather than calm delibrration. 
There are, too, some companies in the Compact 
which believe that the Equitable’s position in 
regard to the commissions paid to agents is the 
correct one, although they deplore the with- 
drawal of the company from the anti-rebate 
agreement. In fact, these companies would 
like to see united action taken in the line of en- 
dorsing the position taken by the National As- 
sociation of Life Underwriters and the Equitable 
upon agency compensation The New York 
Life, however, has its own ideas in regard to 
agency compensation, and would probably be 
very loth at this time to unite in any action 
which could be construed into an endorsement 
of the Equitable’s position upon commissions.

L. |. MORSE GOES TO IOWA. 

L. I. Morse, the district superintendent of 
agents for the Mutual Life of New York, in 
Manager C. E. Paine’s agency at Columbus, 
Ohio, for the past four years, has accepted the 
position of agency director with the New York 
Life, with headquarters at Burlington, Iowa. 
His contract become operative on December 1, 
Mr. Morse is a young man, and has great ability 
asan agency man. The western field has not 
been as fully developed as the eastern and cen- 
tral part of the country, and Mr. Morse was 
chosen as a proper representative to place in 
that territory.

VICE-PRESIDENT TARBELL ON REBATING. 

The principal speaker before the New York 
Life Underwriters’ Association last week was 
Vice-President Tarbell, of the Equitable Life. 
As anticipated, Mr. Tarbell touched upon the 
rebate question, and gave a clean and vigorous 
outline of the Equitable’s position. He stated 
as a ground proposition that rebating would 
exist so long as life insurance was sold upon a 
commission basis. He recognized that rebating 
had always existed under low as well as high 
first year’s commissions, but believed that the 
rebating done prior to 1880 was comparatively 
harmless. He stated that since that date, how- 


ever, rebating had steadily increased as the sys- 
tem of paying brokerages and bonuses grew, 
until to-day it was a positive evil, which must 
be minimized if life insurance is to be transacted 
upon a sound basis. Mr. Tarbell did not claim 
that the reduction of first year’s commissions 
and the increase of renewals contemplated by 
the Equitable after January 1 would wipe out re- 
bating entirely, but he believed that it would 
reduce rebating to a minimum, especially as the 
bonus was to be abolished at the same time. 
He thought that the proposed plan of compen- 
sation would decrease lapsing and twisting, and 
that a maximum of 50 per cent. commission in 
the first year would not allow much margin for 
rebating, since a part of the company’s plan 
was to make no further advances upon renewals. 

Mr. Tarbell defended the company’s course in 
announcing in July a plan of action to be taken 
in January by stating that the company could 
not honorably cancel outstanding bonus con- 
tracts for 1899. He stated that the programme 
outlined by President Alexander at the fortieth 
anniversary convention in July would be car- 
ried out in every particular, and that the com- 
pany was prepared to reduce its annual writings 
one-half, if need be, to effect reform He did 
not believe, however, that the company would 
write less business, but more, under the new 
plan. The company proposed to materially in- 
crease its agency force, and he thought the 
prospects: for volume in the future were of the 
very best. He said he did not claim to bea 
prophet, but telt very sure that the example of 
the Equitable would in time be followed by 
practically all companies, and that if companies 
were to reduce first year’s commissions and in- 
crease renewals on January 1, rebating as an 
evil would cease within six months.

nesday, at the headquarters in the Association 
bnilding, it was unaniously voted to transfer the 
entire membership to the Northwestern Life As- 
surance Company, of Chicago. By this transac- 
tion President Mabie, of the last mentioned, has 
effected another scoop of two millions of busi- 
ness, the holdings of the Northwestern Life As- 
sociation amounting to about that figure. It has 
had an existence of several years, and paid dur- 
ing that time about $600,000 to members in 
losses. No announcement is made that of- 


ficials of the re-insuring company will be 
taken care of, but the leading lights will prob- 
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ably find temporary positions at least with the 
Northwestern. President Mabie allowed the 
impression to get abroad that he has several 
deals of this character under the hat, and from 
this has grown the report that still others are to 
consolidate and make his institution the largest, 
if not the strongest, inasmuch the legal reserve 
terms upon which he assumed the liability pre- 
clude the probability of failure if the average of 
risks continues high. His landing the Covenant 
Mutual of Galesburg was a stroke that is still 
the talk in life circles Reports are current 
that policy-holders in some sections are opposed 
to the transfer, and will send delegates to the 
annual meeting in an attempt to balk the con- 
solidation. 
FERRYS GO WITH THE NEW YORK. 

Francis and F. S. Ferry, managers of the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life at Cincinnati, go 
with the New York Life in that city. Both are 
highly esteemed gentlemen. The Mutual Re- 
serve Fund office will be in charge of Local 
Treasurer Edward A. Leet and C. K. Lehrberg, 
of Louisville, the Kentucky manager, who has 
been there several days transferring assessment 
policies to the legal reserve basis. The com- 
pany’s license in Kentucky is suspended. 

AN ANTI-REBATE CLAUSE. 

Before the life underwriters of New York last 
week, President James L. Johnson, of the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwriters, renewed 
his argument in favor of the insertion of a 
clause in the life insurance policy making it 
void if the full premium were not paid during 
the first year. Mr. Johnson stated that he real- 
ized that his contention was not exactly popu- 
lar, but he was certain that sentiment in its fa- 
vor would grow. He made a strong argument 
for it by stating that the life insurance company 
had as much right to stipulate that the policy 
be declared void if a rebate is received by the 
policy-holder, as to declare it void for any other 
reason, and that it was no more of a hardship 
upon the policy-holder to declare a policy void 
for this reason than for the violation of any 
other conditions of the contract. 


APP GOES TO PENNSYLVANIA. 

Harvey S. App, of App & Carr, of Cleveland, 
managers of the Canada Life for Ohio, hzs been 
appointed manager of the company for Pennsyl- 
vania, and will remove to Philadelphia. Frank 
B. Carr will succeed to the Obio management. 
The firm was formerly located at Akron, O., 
having a large fire insurance agency, and also 
were district managers of the Mutual Life of 
New York. They did fine work for the Mutual, 
and, owing to their record, the Canada Life 
made Mr. App state manager. Shortly, Mr. 
Carr became associated with him.

NEW PLAN TO MEET REBATING. 

A new plan of fighting the rebate question is 
being discussed in New York and other cities, 
It is proposed to kill rebating by the drastic 
remedy of publicity. It is suggested that an 
arrangement be effected between certain com- 
panies and their general agents for advertising 
in the public press those companies whose agents 
are detected in rebating to the insured. It is 
proposed, for instance, that if the agent of a cer- 
tain company is detected in rebating 90 per 
cent. to the insured, that the fact be published, 
and that all intending takers of policies in that 
particular company be iavited to obtain the cur- 
rent discount. It is believed that this plan will 
so demoralize the agency forces of the compa- 
nies thus advertised, that a positive and unmis- 
takable edict against rebating on the part of the 
company will be the immediate result. The 


plan is being seriously discussed by prominent 
underwriters, and may be tried.

RESOLUTIONS ON REBATING. 

The Grand Rapids ( Mich. ) life insurance men 
at a meeting last week passed the following 
resolutions; 

“‘Resolved, That the Grand Rapids Life Un- 
derwriters’ Association endorses the anti-rebate 
resolution adopted by the National Life Under- 
writers’ Association in the Buffalo meeting; and 

‘*Resolved, That this association hereby ex- 
presses the ardent and emphatic hope that the 
life insurance companies may be able to perfect 
and carry into execution, rigorously, measures 


looking to the entire suppression of rebating.” 


ODD FELLOWS’ ASSOCIATION MAY QUIT. 

The Odd Fellows’ Beneficial Association of 
Columbus, Ohio, has been having its share of 
trouble of late, and it seems now that there is 
nothing else for it to do but to wind up its 
affairs. Its surplus has dwindled down from 
over $160,000 three or four years ago to about 
$20,000 or $25,000, if reports are correct, and 
more than likely they are. A meeting of a 
large number of policy-holders of the Associa- 
tion was held last Tuesday evening, and the 
sense of the meeting was that they pay up the 
debts and let the organization go. The death 
claims now are $12,000, and will have to be 
paid. The average age of the members is 58 4-5 
years, and the assessments have grown to such 
enormous proportions that the members can 
not pay them One man, 60 years of age, is 
paying at the rate of $30 per month on a certifi- 
cate of $3,000. Most of the younger members 
dropped out when the assessments began to go 
up at too lively a rate. 

The Ohio department made an examination 
as of August 28, 1899 The report shows a mem- 
bership of 3,704 and $4,788,500.00 insurance in 
force. The total assets of the Association 
amounted to $61,425.53, with liabilities amount- 
ing to $54,000 00. The assets are all gilt-edge, 
and the full amount can be realized from them 
at any time. The liabilities consist of unpaid 
death losses, most of which are not yet due, and 
will be taken care of by assessments rather than 
from the assets, which are supposed to be held as 
an emergency fund. The Association is the old- 
est assessment association in Ohio, and began 
doing business more than 30 years ago. The 
management of the concern seems, in all these 
years, to have been conducted carefully and 
honestly, and its payment of losses up to the pre- 
sent date has been in full and prompt. During 
the past few years it has added but very few 
members, and the greatest per cent. of lapses 
seems to have come from the younger members, 
so that at the date of examination the average 
attained age was 58.8 years. The increasing 
assessments have had the effect of discouraging 
many of the members who, it seems, desire to 
see with the lapse of their policies the death of 
the Association. The life of the Association 
now depends entirely upon the fidelity of its 
members. If these old men, who are past the 
insurance age, desire to carry their insurance in 
this Association, they must pay its cost. If they 
want to procure new members, they must adjust 
their rates so that younger members coming 
into the concern, may not be obliged to pay for 
risks beyond their own class

ODD FELLOWS’ ASSOCIATION AT DAYTON. 
The Odd Fellows’ National Beneficial Asso- 
ciation of Dayton, Ohio, is continuing business 
with about eight hundred members on its books. 
Claims are not being paid in full, but each one 
is allowed according to the amount realized on 
the assessments. The old claims have been dis- 
posed of in this way, and three deaths are 
assessed for in December, leaving three not yet 


provided for. No new members are being ad- 
ded, but if the Association continues to stand the 
strain and the high death rate of 1893 and 189% 
is not experienced for a while, an effort may be 
made to increase the membership. If successful 
in adding new blood to those who have re- 
mained rather than lose all they have paid in, 
the Association may continue for an indefinite 
time, although not with the vigor that charac- 
terized its first few years.

Traders of Chicago, and Bankers’ Life of Des 
Moihes, and is soliciting for the Northwestern 
Mutual under General Agent J. M. Markham. 

The Equitabie of New York has secured a 
warrant for the arrest of Wilson M. Parr, its 
local agent at South Bend, Ind., charging him 
with embezzling $2,044.85 of its funds. Parr 
claimed the money was spent for the Society. 
He is said to have left for parts unknown. 


J. Stoddard Johnston, Jr., has resigned as 
general agent of the Penn Mutual at Louisville 
to become executive special of the Mutual of 
New York for Kentucky. He isa brother of 
Geo. W. Johnston, manager of the Mutual at 
Cincinnati.

The judgment was on the report of Referee 
Ernest Hall. The suit was commenced in 
1894. 

A well-known general agent of an old-line 
life insurance company, who has an office in 
Columbus, Ohio, has had an experience which 
can hardly be duplicated. He has been in the 
employ of one company for more than twelve 
years and has written hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in insurance for the company, yet in all

He is very careful in the 
selection of his risks, and still a great part of 
this must be attributed to pure good fortune, or, 
as it might be termed, luck.
